in 1952 there were too many students enrolled in the 

School of Hedicine at the Vienna University in respect to facilities avail- 
able. There were about 1500 new enrollees each year, '"out of which about 
800 were retained as having adequate qualifications . Instruction in the 
school of medicine is inadequate due to lack of well-trained professors. 

The older and more experienced ones have left the University, and only 
the younger ones remain. These do not have sufficient knowledge or train- 
ing to give proper instruction to the students. Each year there is a new 
and untrained. head (Professor Arzt) who acts as head of the medical school, 
and this results in lack of co-ordinated program and policy from year to 
year. 


3. Instruction in the school of pharmacy is given in the following stages: 

a. Inorganic chemistry, which includes analytical and labora- 
tory work. 

b. Organic chemistry, physics and botany; including labora- 
tory work and the writing of theses for the degree. 



c. Pharmaceutical chemistry, which includes botany, work 
with microscopes, apothecary work, and practical experi- 
ments . 

d. Theoretical chemistry and microscope examinations..

Present requirements for a Master's pharmaceutical degree are 
six semesters, or three years. This is obviously too little 
time for adequate preparation, and the program does not ha 
thoroughness^. which the Vienna University has heretofore been 

noted.

During the period following World War II ’there were practically no 
rharmftf.eutical supplies in Vienna. Subsequently there appear- 
ffSTsS?? drugs and in 1 9 4 9 there was an influx of the Ger- 
■ man-made Bayer pharmaceuticals. Later, a great many Ams.ric . 

? made drugs were brought in, and now new factories; ^ve. beer, buiit 
in the Western Zone ■ of Vienna which are producing an 

■adequate supply of pharmaceuticals.
